White said this and other 
actions taken this week “will 
serve to give us an earlier op- 
erational capability in the mis- 
giles field.” 

White also announced, 
talk to the National 
Club, that:

2. The entire resources of 
the giant Air Force depot at 
San Bernardino, Calif., have 
been made available to support 
the ballistic missile programs.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Nov. 29 
(UP)—Scientists predicted to- 


day the rocket of Sputnik I 
will fall to the earth Sunday, 
possibly in the United States, 
either at dawn or sunset. 

Dr. Fred L. Phipple, direc- 
tor of the Smithsonian Astro- 
physical Observatory, said it 
“very likely will come down | 
north of the equator—between 
the equator and 45 degrees for the rest of its climb. 
latitude on a northerly path.” |

United States. 

Whipple said the plunge will 
come somewhere in this band 
because “the rocket’s big drag 
comes at the equatorial bulge 
of the earth. At that point, 
its perigee (low point) is push- | 
ing it down and the earth’s at- | 
mosphere is pushing up.” 

A Smithsonian spokesman | 
said if the rocket is still in 
orbit Sunday morning its last 
visible pass over earth may

POLICE FIND MAN 
BEATEN TODEATH 
IN TRAILER CAMP 


Body of Telephone 


Worker Discovered 
in Area Near East St. 
Louis. 


Earl Humphries. an employe 
of the Southwestern Bell Tele- 


phone Co., was found beaten to 


death today in the bedroom of 
his house trailer in a trailer 
camp at 1110 North Seventy- 
ninth street, beyond the city 
limits of East St. Louis. 

Deputy Coroner John Kassly 
said Hum- 
phries, 55 years old, had been 
beaten on the head, face, arms 
and back. A physician esti- 
mated he had been dead four 
to five hours when the body 
was found at about 2:30 a.m. 

The discovery of the body 
came after East St. Louis po- 
lice, cruising in the 600 block 
of Eighty-ninth street, noticed 
an empty automobile with its 
bright lights on and the engine 
running. In the front seat 
they found a half-empty fifth 
of whisky. 

From the license number the 
officers obtained the name and 
address of the owner. It was 
Humphries. The front door of 
Humphries’s trailer was ajar 
when they got there. All lights 
were out, With flashlights they 
saw the body. 

Investigators said blood was 
splattered on the walls and 
bed in the trailer. Since noth- 
ing was overturned, or broken, 
it was believed that the at- 
tack was a surprise, or that 
Humphries was asleep when 
attacked. 

A search was conducted for 
the murder weapon, which 
could have been an ax handle 
or an iron bar, officers said. 

Dominic Meyer, operator of 
the trailer camp, told police 
Humphries’s daughter, 
Donald West, Northwoods, in 
St. Louis county, had tele- 
phoned yesterday inquiring for 
her father, who did not show up 


at her home for Thanksgiving | 


dinner. She said he had been 
under the care of a physician.

Ready to Secede From AFL-CIO

%* WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 — 


e building trades unions 
were reported yesterday to be 
threatening to secede from the 
united labor movement. 

The threat confronts George 
Meany, president of the AFL- 
CIO, with a leadership chal- 
lenge at the opening of the 
second constitutional conven- 


_tion next week in Atlantic City. 


The building trades’ com- 
plaint ostensibly is the fed- 
eration’s failure to resolve a 
clash of jurisdictional concepts 
between them and the indus- 
trial unions, which had made 
up the bulk of the old Con- 
gress of Industrial Organiza- 
tions. 


Actually, that is only the 
surface part of the trouble. In 
the day’s work it involves few

Discontent Over Merger. 


The trouble goes deeper. It 
it breeding in a general cli- 
mate of discontent that goes 
back to the 1955 merger itself. 
Many building trades leaders 
sullenly opposed it. This cli- 
mate has been worsened by the 
corruption clean-up issue. This 
in turn has bred, or sharpened, 
personal antagonism toward 
Meany and Walter P. Reuther, 
a vice president of the federa- 
tion, president of the United 
Auto Workers, and former CIO 
president. 

Richard L. Gray. president 
of the Building and Construc- 
tion Trades Department of the 
AFL-CIO, was reported to 
have written the threat into 
a speech he has prepared for 
the opening of his depart- 
ment’s convention, preceding 
the main convention; next 
week. 

Gray is said to be threaten- 
ing the withdrawal of the 
building trades unions by next 
March if the jurisdictional 
problem is not resolved. Meany 
has learned of this and is al- 
ready at work on it. 

Gray is not the president 
of a union. Though elected to 
his post as president of the 
department, he is actually a 
staff man. Sometimes his talk 
is categorized as “sound and 
fury.” 

His public utterances, how- 
ever, must have some support 
inside the department. The 
threat now attributed to him 
is taken seriously in important 
quarters. 

Corruption Issue. 

The reason is that the cor- 
ruption issue has already 
touched the three biggest un- 
ions in the department and 
will eventually touch more. 

These three are the _ Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, the United Brotherhood 
of Carpenters and Joiners, and 
the International Union of Op- 
erating Engineers. The Team- 
sters appear due for expulsion 
from the federation anyhow. 
That would make them ineligi- 
ble for membership in the 
Building Trades Department. 

The Senate committee on im- 
proper activities in the labor 
or management field is investi- 
gating the Carpenters and the 
Operating Engineers. 

Most observers of the labor 
movement have long been 
aware that the focus of infec- 
tion was in the Building 
Trades. The unions have been 
so powerful and so secure in 
their fields so long that the 
members relaxed vigilance over 
their officers. 

It is well known, too, that a 
thorough airing of bwilding 
construction affairs would in- 
volve many contractors whose 
collusion with union leaders 
imposes unnecessarily high 
costs on the public. 

The Building Trades are the 
chief complainers against the 
Meany policy of accepting the 
investigation and expelling the 
corrupt. Pressing the jurisdic- 
tional issue is one way of 
putting pressure on Meany 
and the industrial union lead- 
ers who support his policy. 

The possibility that some 
Building Trades leaders are 
trying to beat expulsion by 


_.Withdrawing on another issue 


gives meaning to the secession 
threat. 

Have 3,000,000 Members. 

The Building Trades have 
about 3,000,000 members, ac- 
counting for about 20 per cent 
of the federation. This in- 
cludes part of the Teamsters’ 
union, whose full membership 
is about 10 per cent of the 
federation. Besides these, three 
other unions are marked for 
expulsion: The Bakery and 
Confectionery Workers, the 
Laundry Workers, and the Dis- 
tillery, Rectifying, Wine and Al- 
lied Workers. 

A Building Trades with- 
drawal probably would not be 
100 per cent. A few of the 
unions, such as the Bricklayers 
and the Electrical Workers, 
would be expected to remain 
loyal. 

It is probable that rival 
groups in the baking and the 
distilling industries will be 
chartered by the AFL-CIO aft- 
er expulsion of the existing 
unions. 

Meany stands firmly on the 
executive council's decision 
that the Bakers could not be 
affiliated with the federation 
as long as James G. Cross is 
president. 

The Bakers’ executive board 
has refused to repudiate Cross, 
who has been charged with 
misuse of union funds and 
other unethical practices.

Old and New 


Design Ideas 
Reconciled 


A remarkable reconciliation 
of past and present concepts of 
interior home design is one of 
the big building stories of 
1957. 

On the one hand we find a 
renewed interest in the tradi- 
tional—a rekindled desire for 
the subtle beauty of the an- 
tiques and the copper and 
pewter appliances of the origi- 
nal American home. 

On the other hand, there 
are the strictly modern con- 
cepts of interior decoration— 
based on the present zeal for 
more color, brighter colors, 
and infinite color variety 

The common denominator 
for these two opposing schools 
of thought has been found in 
various striking combinations 
of materials and finishes which 
bring lighter, brighter rooms 
in an entirely natural and often 
traditional setting. 

For example, there is the 
combination of the brightness 


of polished copper with the 
warm, natural glow of South- 
ern Pine paneling 

Ln colonial homes, this was 
a favorite blend. Today it is 


increasingly popular for family 
rooms, dining rooms and dens. 

The Southern Pine Associa- 
tion reports that modern fin- 
ishes are playing an important 
role, insofar as the color 
schemes are concerned 

The finishes are designed to 
provide a rich embellishment 
for the light yellowish or 
golden color of Southern Pine 
and its predominant grain pat- 
tern of symmetrical growth 
rings. The perfect backdrop for 
copper lamps and appliances is 
provided either by a natural 
finish or by a blond effect. 

Pure fresh white shellac or 
varnish first coat, followed by 
two coats of quality varnish af- 
fords a traditional Southern 
Pine varnish finish. The last 
coat may be rubbed dull or 
eggshell, or it can be a good 
quality dull varnish. 

Other types of natural fin- 
ish include brushing lacquer, 
shellac and wax, and penetrat- 
ing sealer wax. There are also 
penetrating sealers which 
penetrate deeply and dry hard 
down in the pores of the wood. 
This makes a good but quite 
inexpensive finish. 

For blond effect, one coat of 
white sealer, reduced 20 per 
cent with turpentine, is a)l- 
lowed to penetrate for five to 
10 minutes, then is rubbed well 
into the wood pores and wiped 
off clean with the grain. After 
allowing 24 hours for drying, 
the finish is completed with 
two coats of water white brush- 
ing lacquer finish, with each 
coat steel wooled when dry. It 
is then waxed to a soft sheen. 

While light colors for South- 
ern Pine paneling, such as the 
aforementioned blond or yel- 
low, are highly popular, they 
are by no means the only colors 
that can be achieved. Some in- 
terior decoratcrs prefer bright 
blues or subtle grays. In either 
event, the desired shade can be 
achieved simply by applying a 
coat of standard brand pene- 
trating sealer which then can 
be tinted with the chosen 
colors in the form of oil. Blues 
or grays are often appropriate 
for blending with dark green 
plants or richly colored uphol- 
stery. While the color of the 
paneling can be changed at 
will, the finish is 
transparent so that the natural 
character of the wood grain re-

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ANTL-GLOT DRUGS 
UNDER U.S. STUDY 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 29 (UP) | 
—The Government today began | 
a three-year study to deter- 
mine the effectiveness of drugs | 
that step blood-clotting in pre- | 
venting strokes. 

The Public Health Service 
gaid the study, in the works 
for weeks, was not prompted 
by President Eisenhower's pres- 
ent illpess, a cerebral occlu- 
gion. 

The President has been given | 
anti-coagulant drugs to prevent | | 
blood clotting about six times | 
a week since he suffered a. 
heart attack in September 1955. 
One of the drugs administered 
to the President following his | 


heart seizure was identified as | 
dicumeral. 


The new research program by | 
the National Institute of Neu- 
rological Diseases and Blind- 
ness involves grants totaling 
about $58,000 to six medical | 
research centers. 


Surgeon General Leroy E. 
Burney noted that strokes and 
cerebral vascular diseases — 
both of which involve the brain 
and the brain blood system— 
rank after heart disease and 
cancer as human killers. They 
take an estimated 172,000 lives 
annually in this country. 


The study is a companion to 
a broad nation-wide, cerebro- | 
vascular research project 
started last April by the insti- 
tute to collect and evaluate 
data on the nature and causes 
of cerebral strokes as well as 
treatment methods. 


Burney said the new study 
is specifically concerned with 
the prevention of strokes | 
rather than with treatment 
after onset. It is exclusively 
concerned with anti-coagulants 
as preventives. 


Burney pointed out that 
anti-blood clot research in the 
cerebro-vascular field has been 
made in various research cen- 
ters for many years. A spokes- 
man said, however, that —. | 
ing “startling” has developed | 
so far on the basis of individ- | 
ual studies. 


“Under the new co-operative | | 
program,” Burney said, “the 
co-ordination of research ef- 
forts can provide a thorough 
evaluation of anti-coagulant 
therapy in a relatively short 
time.”

Arteriosclerosis, or harden- 
ing of the arteries, is present 
to some degree in practically 
everyone the age of President 
Eisenhower.

Needed More Than Ever 


President Eisenhower's most recent illness 
places one piece of needed legislation on the 
highest priority basis before the session of Con- 
gress that meets in barely more than five weeks. 
This is a simple act to provide an agreed pro- 
cedure in the event of presidential disability. 

Who does what in case prolonged illness inca- 
pacitates the occupant of the White House? Who 
makes the first move? What is the proper role of 
the Vice President? If the President is forced 
by circumstances to give over responsibilities 
and duties to the Vice President, how does the 
President get back his authority? 

These are fundamental questions, yet there 
are no official answers to them. The Constitu- 
tion ‘(Article II, Section 6) says that in the 
event of the President's “inability to discharge 
the powers and duties of the said office, the 
same shall devolve on the Vice President.” This 
covers the case of permanent disability, but not 
a case of temporary disability where a President 
may need to delegate his powers without’ ab- 
dicating his office. The section goes on to de- 
clare that “Congress may by law provide for 
the case of removal, death, resignation or in- 
ability, both of the President and Vice Pres- 
ident.” 

Congress has more than once provided succes- 
sion laws. It used to be that the Secretary of 
State stood third in line by congressional act, 
the Secretary of the Treasury fourth, and on 
through the Cabinet. In the Truman Admin- 
istration this was changed to place elected offi- 
cials in line after the Vice President—first the 
Speaker of the House and after him the Presi- 
dent Pro Tempore of the Senate. 

But Congress has never come to grips with 
the problem of the determination of disability of 
the President and the related problem of how 
legal responsibility can devolve on the Vice 
President temporarily. This issue was before the 
last session of Congress but Democratic opposi- 
tion, led by Speaker Rayburn, caused the matter 
to be sidetracked. 

One of the main troubles last April was that 
there were so many proposals, including a num- 
ber that were excessively complicated. Some 
would have put the question of presidential disa- 
bility up to the Cabinet, others would have called 
in the Supreme Court, Still others would have 
combined these with medical experts. Congress 
naturally was reluctant to bring non-elected of- 
ficials to a determination so important. 

The best solution seems to us to lie in a sim- 
ple statute which merely gives the President 
legal authority to delegate the duties of the pres- 
idency to the Vice President during a period of 
presidential incapacity. The same law could also 
provide that as soon as the President recovered 
his health and the emergency had passed, the 
presidential duties would then pass back from 
the Vice President to the President. 

A law that tried to meet every contingency 
would attempt too much. But one that fixes 
legal responsibility during the President's disa- 
bility is both reasonable and necessary. No more 
urgent legislation awaits the convening of the 
second session of the Eighty-fifth Congress. 
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Are the Republicans Up to It? 

The overweening conceit currently afflicting 
St. Louis's Democratic ward bosses could fore- 
shadow a Republican renaissance in the city, 
and under certain circumstances that might not 
be a bad prospect. 

If the city’s G.O.P. professionals would quit 
playing ball with the Democratic professionals, 
which they did in the Charter and Freeholder 
elections, and if they then moved aggressively to 
give St. Louisans a real alternative to Demo- 
cratic policies and officeholders—if they took 
those two steps, they might develop a going con- 
cern again, They might win an election or two. 

Of late, the Democratic leaders from National 
Committeeman Mark R. Holloran down have 
been acting as if local government in St. Louis 
exists to keep their party operating. A surpris- 
ing exception was City Treasurer John J. Dwyer, 
chairman of the Democratic City Committee, 
who backed the proposed new Charter and then 
promptly became the target of stinging abuse 
from the wards. 

As against the Democratic policy of fencing 
off local government as its party preserve, the 
Republicans ought to promote home rule over 
the city’s “county” layer of government, and 
reform of the municipal government, including 
the Board of Aldermen. 

Merely mouthing the proper phrases will not 
be sufficient. The local G.O.P. will have to 
persuade outstanding candidates to file for the 
aldermanic and legislative posts that soon will 
be vacant. In less than a year, all 18 St. Louis 
seats in the Missouri House and three of the 
city’s seven seats in the State Senate will be 
filled by the people. Five months after that, 
14 of the 28 ward seats in the Board of Alder- 
men will be up for contest. 

Given the Democratic ward bosses’ current 
state of mind, the Republicans enjoy a first-rate 
opportunity to make a comeback. The issues are 
there. All that is necessary is the will to make 
the G.O.P. in the city a force that will offer 
the voters a real alternative to the organization 
Democrats.

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The Undelivered Speech 

Had President Eisenhower been able to de- 
liver his address at Cleveland—the third of his 
“post-Sputnik” speeches—he would have come 
out strongly for an active program of foreign 
aid and foreign trade. Secretary of Labor 
Mitchell delivered the gist of the speech at New 
York. Unfortunately Cabinet members can com- 
mand only a fraction of the attention a Presi- 
dent receives. It must be hoped that the Ad- 
ministration will make up for this loss of impact 
by the vigor of its advocacy of the legislative 
program Mr. Eisenhower intended to suggest. 

As Vice President Nixon had earlier indicated, 
the Administration will not be content to seek 
&@ one-year or even the usual three-year renewal 
of the Trade Agreements Act. It will ask for 
five years instead, and apparently will renew its 
request for action to put this country into the 
Organization for Trade Co-operation. 

These are encouraging signs if the Administra- 
tion will follow them up with aggressive and 
alert campaigning both in Congress and in the 
forum of public opinion. Heretofore it has re- 
flected the division of Republican opinion on 
tariffs and trade agreements by giving only luke- 
warm and intermittent support to the policies 
needed for steady expansion of world trade. 
Those policies are the only ones that make sense 
for a creditor nation carrying the burden of 
free world leadership. The Administration can 
state an overwhelming case for them if it will 
make up its mind to do so. 

So also can an irresistible case be made for a 
strong mutual security program. This program 
is under continuous attack in Congress, and un- 
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informed people are always ready to condemn it . 


as a foolish “giveaway.” But if the full story is 
told—the story of our national stake in the free 
development of underdeveloped countries, of the 
economic benefits we ourselves derive from dol- 
lars spent abroad in this cause, of the dangers 
we would face if we failed to meet our respon- 
sibility—if this story is forcefully told, the 
American people will respond. ) 

Apparently the President had hoped to start 
seeking that response with the speech his ill- 
ness prevented him from delivering. It is up to 
his staff and other Administration leaders to 
take up the fight from there. 
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Recognition of Urgency 

The NATO nations have recognized the ur- 
gency of the challenge they face by deciding to 
go ahead with plans to make the December 
council meeting a high-level conference. The 
decision is a wise one. Although President 
Eisenhower's absence would deprive the con- 
ference of some luster, the problems confronting 
NATO remain acute and nothing is to be gained 
by postponing the task of grappling with them. 

Judging by the President’s remarkable and 
heartening recovery, he may yet be able to at- 
tend the Paris meeting. If not, he can be repre- 
sented by Vice President Nixon and might even 
address the council from Washington. The im- 
portant thing is that there should be no inter- 
ruption of the detailed planning, in which Adlai 
E. Stevenson is taking part, that is necessary 
to make the conference something more than a 
routine meeting. 

Military preparations in response to the So 
viets’ demonstrated lead in missiles and other 
weapons development will of course receive 
close attention at Paris. But the conference 
will fall far short of possibilities if it stops there. 

The need for allied co-operation in sharing 
defense tasks is matched by a need for sharing 
nuclear information and for organizing a com- 
munity-wide approach to. basic scientific re- 
search. The mechanics and the spirit of polit- 
ical co-operation—to relieve such strains on the 
alliance as those imposed by the North African 
question—must be improved. And ways to co- 
operate economically, both within the commu- 
nity and in its relations to underdeveloped lands, 
should be worked out. 

Each of these tasks is portentous, enough. 
Taken together they make up a budget of inter- 
dependence which the NATO governments do 
well to attack without further delay. 
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Hodge Case Conviction 

Retribution for those involved in the Hodge 
scandal continues in Illinois. William Lydon, 
the suspended Chicago policeman, has been 
found guilty of conspiring with the ex-Illinois 
State Auditor to defraud the state of $88,787 
in forged warrants. The $2000 fine imposed 
by the grand jury is relatively light punishment; 
the maximum might have been five years in 
prison. Just the same, it is a conviction and 
leaves no doubt as to the jury’s belief that 


Lydon was guilty along with Hodge. 


Lydon’s defense that he was a dupe for Hodge 
did not impress the jurors. They followed the 
story of Lydon’s Fabric-Craft Sales Co. and 
its costly contracts for remodeling Hodge's of- 
fice. They heard the testimony that Elmer 
Bretz, in whose name the warrants were made 
out, was not entitled to any state money and 
did not get any. They heard Bretz say that 
Lydon tried to get the documents altered be- 
cause “this thing might blow up.” 

It blew up, all right. And it is still blowing 
up—a year and a half after the first disclosures 
of the Hodge lootings. The ex-Chicago police- 
man will appeal and then it can be seen whether 
he will fare any better than the principals who 
pleaded guilty and began prison sentences 
rather than run the risk of trial. 
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After the Supermarket, What? 
King Mohammed V of Morocco decided to 
follow in the footsteps of Queen Elizabeth II of 
England by visiting an American supermarket. 
We think this an excellent decision, and suggest 
that a visit to a supermarket be made a standard 
part of the red-carpet treatment for visiting roy- 
alty. It is more interesting and decidedly less 
mussy than ticker tape, and besides, the ticker- 
tape idea has been around so long now that it 
may be said to have outworn its usefulness, if it 
ever had any. 

Plainly it is time for new ideas, and Queen 
Elizabeth had a notable one when she went to 
the supermarket. We should think King Mo- 
hammed would want to follow suit with a new 
one of his own, and subsequent visiting monarchs 
could do the same until a well-selected schedule 
of Americana had grown up. 

If Mohammed is in search of a suggestion, 
why not a drive-in movie? There are many 
other places where American life may be said 
to concentrate and distill itself into a kind of 
pure essence: the dime store, the cafeteria, the 
ball park. But if by any chance the car next His 
Majesty's should be occupied by a family with 
five small children, or a swarm of teenagers, 
or any suchlike, we believe our royal visitor 
would learn of American ways as much as pos- 
sible as fast as possible, human frailty being 
what it is. With the single admonition that he 
should avoid double horror bills, we would 
recommend it.

An ancient rule of the sea usually followed in 
a disaster is “women and children first.” Some- 
times this maxim has not been observed, particu- 
larly in those disasters on land where there was 
no trained leadership. But outstanding instances 
of heroism asea and ashore in observing this un- 
written rule have been numberless. 

It comes as a surprise to learn of a plea for 
modification of this long standing rule. This 
change is suggested by two psychiatrists who 
were on one of the rescue ships in the Andrea 
Doria sinking. They assert in an article in the 
American Journal of Psychiatry that application 
of this rule on the Andrea Doria “resulted in 
some poignant and tragic separations and 
isolations.” 

According to them, separation of a child from 
its parents in a disaster sometimes has very 
serious psychological consequences. World War 
Il cases are cited to show that youngsters who 
went through terrible experiences suffered little 
after-effect if they had been with a parent. The 
two psychiatrists conclude:

Nobel prize winner who leads 2000 scientists in opposing 
further atomic bomb experiments rebuts arguments of AEC 
officials and others on the other side; insists any increase 
of radiation is dangerous to the world, derides ‘clean’ bomb. 


From an Address by Dr. Linus Pauling 


The author of this address, deliv- 
ered Nov. 24 at Livermore, Calif., is 
chairman of the chemistry division at 
California Institute of Technology, 
winner of the 1954 Nobel prize in 
chemistry and many other awards. 
Since he spoke at Washington Univer- 
sity, St. Louis, last spring he has be- 
come the leader of a scientists’ appeal 
to stop nuclear bomb tests, signed by 
over 2000 American scientists. 


In addition to the effects of blast 
and fire caused by nuclear super- 
bombs, there are the effects of radia- 
tion. These effects are insidious, and 
hard to understand 
and evaluate. Like 
many other scien- 
tists, I have been 
making use of my 
background and ex- 
perience in the 
fields of physics, 
chemistry, biology, 
and medicine in the 
effort to determine 
from the published 
material what the 
probable estimates 
are of the effects 
of atomic rediation 
on the health of Dr 
human beings now < 
living and on future generations. 

I have reached the conclusion, in 
agreement with most other scientists, 
that even the tests of nuclear bombs 
that are now being made are harmful, 
because they spread an added burden 
of radioactive elements over every 
part of the world. 


The Nature of Radiation 


The effects of radiation are dif- 
ferent in their nature from those of 
ordinary chemical poisons. A very 
small amount of an ordinary chemical 
poison will do no harm to a person; 
but a very small amount of radiation 
may harm him in such a way as to 
cause him to die or to have a seriously 
defective child. 


Prof. K. S. Pitzer, Dean of the Col- 
lege of Chemistry of the University of 
California in Berkeley, and Dr. Wil- 
lard F. Libby, the scientist who is a 
member of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, have said that the number of 
deaths due to the nuclear bomb tests 
is small compared with the number, 
40,000 per year, due to automobile 
accidents. 


The suggestion that is made in this 
comparison is that it would be all 
right to carry on bomb tests so long 
as the number of Americans killed by 
bomb tests is less than the number 
killed by automobiles, 40,000 per year. 
I consider this suggestion to be 
highly immoral.

York Herald Tribune of June 9, 1957, 
Dr. Libby said that “There is no single 
provable case of any person being in- 
jured or seriously affected by any of 
the slightly extra radiation created in 
the United States by the tests.” 


I myself believe that this statement 
is true; but it is seriously misleading 
because it suggests that the fallout 
radiation does no harm. When a man 
dies from leukemia or bone cancer, 
there is no way of telling whether his 
disease was caused by fallout radia- 
tion or by cosmic rays or heredity or 
some other natural cause. 


Another misleading statement made 
by Dr. Libby and other AEC spokes- 
men is that “the amount of fallout 
radioactivity is much smaller (a thou- 
sand times smaller, a hundred times 
smaller, many times smaller) than the 
maximum permissible amount.” This 
statement is misleading because peo- 
ple in general think that the “maxi- 
mum permissible amount” is the 
amount that causes no damage. 


Threat to 1,000,000 People 


In fact, the “maximum permissible 


amount” is an amount set by health 
authorities such that the risk of seri- 
ous health damage is not so great as 
to make it necessary to forbid workers 
to be subjected to it. It is a limit of 
danger set for a hazardous occupation, 
an occupation that may be selected by 
a few individual workers, by their own 
decision; but it is an entirely un- 
suitable limit for the whole of the 
peoples in the world, with no choice 
of their own. 


I calculate that 200 rad of radiation, 
the “maximum permissible amount” 
that is now allowed, would, on the 
average, shorten a man’s life by about 
eight years. 

The effect of radiation is a random 
one—some people are caused to die, 
others are not. Hence I estimate that 
if fallout radioactivity is as great as 
one two thousandths of the “maximum 
permissible amount,” as in fact it is 
(it probably is considerably higher 
than this figure), about one person 
in 2000 in the world would have his 
life cut short by about eight years, 
and that hence over one million peo- 
ple now living in the world may be 
expected to have serious damage done 
to their health by the bomb tests.

IN AUTO DEATHS IN 
U.S. THIS YEAR 


CHICAGO, Nov. 29 ‘(AP)— 
This year’s deaths on the na- 
tion’s highways may be 1000 
fewer than last year, the Na- 
tional Safety Council estimat- 
ed today, 

Council officials said their | 
optimistic estimate of 38,600 | 
was based on three factors: 


1. Some 31,350 persons 
died on the nation’s high- 
ways the first 10 months of 
this year, about 800 fewer 
than in the corresponding 
period in 1956. 


2. In the first eight 
months of 1957, 5.6 persons 
died for every 100,000,000 
miles of highway travel. Last 
year, the figure was 6. 


3. Twenty nine of 46 
states reporting showed traf- 
fic records for the first 10 | 
months of 1957 which were | 
improved over those of last | 
year.

OUR LATEST spirits commu- 
nique comes from the French 


champagne people who are ea- 


ger to take champagne out of 
the realm of the hoity-toity and 
put it in the cellar of the com- 
mon man, right alongside the 
beer and applejack. 

There’s no reason, they Say, 
for anyone to stand in awe of 
champagne. In fact, they even 
go so far as to decry the snob- 
bery which has long. sur- 
rounded champagne, which is 
a fine thing all around. 

All you have to learn are 
a few simple facts, and the 
French, who invented the stuff, 
come up with these tips for 


serving a bottle of the bubbly. 

First, whether in a cellar or 
refrigerator, the bottle should 
be in a _ horizontal position. 
That keeps the cork moist. A 
dry eork lets the air penetrate, 
and there goes your cham- 
pagne. Also, moist corks pull 
out easier, and dry corks only 
break off just when you're 
trying to impress your guests. 

Fill your cooler half and 
half with water and ice cubes. 
place the bottle therein, in an 
upright position and leave it 
there for 20 to 30 minutes. 

After removing the cork, let 
the bottle stay in the cooler 
another minute or so: This 
lets the accumulated gas in the 
neck escape and at the same 
time gives the wine beneficial 
contact with the air. 

When you open it, don’t fight 
the bottle. Wrap a towel around 
it to keep it from slipping, then 
hold the cork tightly with one 
hand and turn the bottle with 
the other. 

And above all, they say, (and 
this part warms our heart) 
don’t be a snob about service. 
If you don’t have a silver buck- 
et, wooden pails, bathtubs and 
washtubs will do nicely. Stem- 
med champagne glasses are 
nice, but. if you don't have 
them, just pour it out in a 
water glass. You can get as 
mellow, if not more 6&0.

Patrick's screenplay, from a story by Vera Caspary, 
employs the device of the Japanese film, “Rashomon,” of 
looking at a series of events through the eyes of several 
witnesses and getting a conflicting series of stories, as 
it interjects the question, “What is truth?” In its merry 
use here, told in flashbacks from a libel trial in London, 
the story of why the continent-touring vaudeville act of 
“Barry Nichols and Les Girls” broke up is repeated 
three different ways. Two of Les Girls (Miss Kendall 
and Miss Elg) each accredit the other with scandalous be- 
havior in deceiving their fiances in affairs with Barry 
Nelson (Mr. Kelly). Nelson himself gives a compromise 
version which has him lovesick for Miss Gaynor. So 
you’re never sure how much of this is true except that 
most of it is very clever and funny. 

For instance, Miss Kendall, the beautiful, spirited 
English comedienne, of “Genevieve,” puts on a couple of 
hilarious drunk scenes. Or we might cite Kelly’s pathetic, 
brave act of pretending to be carrying on with heart 
trouble to try to get rid of two of thegirls, or Mitzi 
frustrating his amorous advances in another tickling 
comedy scene. 

The use of Metrocolor in the Cinemascope production 
is both beautiful and exciting. The swirl and turbulence 
of backstage activity is caught perfectly in crowded scenes, 
and the stage numbers, through the use of off-focus effects 
for backgrounds, have an oddly intriguing visual effect in 
addition to their tumultuous vivacity. Jack Cole has staged 
the numbers with great elan and comedy spirit. The songs 
strike a pretty high average—the best are “Les Girls,” 
“Ca C’est L’Amour,” “You're Just Too, Too,” and “Why 
Am I So Gone About That Gal.” :

IT IS RATHER FRIGHTENING to learn from “BOMB- 
ERS B-52” at the FOX that the security of our country 
may well depend on the whims of pretty little 18-year-old 
girls. At least that’s the situation in this story. Master 
Sergeant Karl Malden is a line-chief at 
a Strategic Air Command base. He's 
had 20 years of service, is entitled to 
retire, and gets a lucrative offer to be 
an executive in a private industry. But 
he loves the Air Force, and wouldn't 
leave it. Except that his daughter, Na- 
talie Wood, is dissatisfied. 


She isn’t ashamed of her old dad, not exactly—but, 
well, she wants him to BE somcbody, somebody who's 
looked up to and respected. The fact that the announce- 
ment of his putting in for retirement creates as much 
consternation at headquarters as an I.C.B.M. on a radar 
screen, and even generals woo him to stay in, should have 
convinced her dad already was somebody. Good line chiefs 
don't grow on trees, the huge new B-52s are coming in 
to replace the B-47s, and they need the old sarge to keep 
them flying. 

But Karl's. commanding officer, a handsome and wolf- 
ish colonel (played by Efram Zimbalist Jr., son of the 
famous violinist) starts taking out Natalie. ‘(There’s an 
amusing scene as Karl walts in a dither for them to re- 
turn from their first date.) Apparently the romance is 
on a high plane, but Karl will have none of it. He knows 
the colonel’s reputation. He lays it on the line to the 
colonel. Either stop dating his daughter, or put his re- 
tirement through. Duty comes first with the colonel, so 
Natalie languishes, dateless and unhappy. It is only when 
the colonel rescues the injured sergeant from a canyon 
when the sarge is catapulted out of a blazing B-52, that 
we get a solution. Even if a mechanically contrived one. 
But it was a close shave, men, and the idea of all those 
B-52s lying helpless on the apron, unable to take wing 
into the wild blue yonder just because a young miss had the 
pouts, still leaves us sweating. Every air base should 
have a Martha Carr to take care of these things. 

Malden puts force, naturalism and humor into the 
sergeant. Miss Wood is a good little actress. Zimbalist 
is smooth and has personality. That leaves the B-52s. The 
mammoth planes are awesome to behold. And they are 
beautiful and mighty in flight. Especially in Warner- 
Color and CinemaScope. But they're not much as actors. 
No change of expression.

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College Week for H 


It's a Time of Decision as Students, 
Parents and Teachers at I] Schools 
Sly wit and an intriguing comedy in the YOIN in Planning Scholastic Futures 


By Clarissa Start 


IT WAS COLLEGE WEEK at 11 high schools in the St. 
Louis area last week and football stars and potential Phi Beta 
Kappas alike earnestly considered the question of their 
scholastic futures. The advantages of.Wellesley and Princeton, 
of Amherst and Elmhurst, of Coe, Kansas, and the Coast Guard 
Academy were the subject of group and individual confer- 
ences, when many schools sent admissions directors or alumni 
to talk with prospective students. ‘Teachers were in on the 


planning, too, and so were parents, especially when the sub- 


ject of finances came up. 


A typical scene took place at 
Kirkwood High School, on 
Placement Day. About 100 col- 
lege and university representa- 
tives appeared in order that 
students might study the 
schools. Tenth, eleventh and 
twelfth graders debated and 
deliberated. Campus _ aerial 
photos were scanned, yearbooks 
perused, catalogues studied. 
And many a family arrived at 
the big decision. 


“The seniors are making fi- 
nal decisions,” said Constance 
Abbott, faculty member and 
senior counselor, as College 
Day activities began. “The 


juniors are still exploring and 


tenth graders are just getting 
information. Tonight some sen- 
iors will bring their parents 
and clinch the deal.” 

“Placement Day” at Kirk- 
wood began at 1:20 in the aft- 
ernoon with an _ auditorium 
session for juniors and seniors, 
at which Principal Warren M. 
Sarff, and Hoyt H. London, 
professor of education from the 
University of Missouri, talked 
to the students on preparing 
for college. 


Prof. London reminded them 
that soon they would be among 
that privileged class, the 5 
per cent of people in the world 
today who are high school 
graduates. 


“Like the youth of all gen- 
erations,” he said, “you will 
want a number of things. A 
job, economic security, a fam- 
ily, a home of your own, a rea- 
sonable amount of goods and 
services. You'll want to feel 
you're important among people 
in the community, that your 
life amounts to something in 
the way of service to human- 
ity. Essential to all these things 
is the right occupation.” 

London pointed out that 
there are 23,000 occupations in 
the United States, that most 
people can succeed at any of 
a number of jobs, that the 
“right occupation is one that 
interests and challenges the 
individual.” He urged that the 
student ask himself: 


What are my native abili- 
ties? Am I above or below 
average? What are my real 
interests? What do I like and 
fislike? What can I do well? 
What sort of school record 
have I made? Am I doing the 
best I can? What about my 
health and physical fitness? 
Economic resources? What 
are the occupations available 
to me? 


Most women will go into one 
of six fields — homemaking, 
teaching, office work, retailing, 
nursing, manufacturing. For 
men there is a wider range 
with more fields in the criti- 
cal list, including medicine, 
dentistry, veterinary, teaching, 
especially the teaching of math 
and science, and the job of 
elementary school principal. 

For those not going to col- 
lege, such fields as printing, 
tool and die making, ortho- 
pedic limb making, body and 
fender repair work, radio and 
TV repair work, the military, 
conservation services, and 
farming—all are considered in 
the critical area 


Among fields that are crowd- 
ed, Jaw and journalism lead. 
Even engineering, long consid- 
ered an inexhaustible oppor- 
tunity, is lessening in its need. 
There is little call, Prof. Lon- 
don said, for TV and movie ac- 
tors and football coaches. 


In the question-and-answer 
period which followed, students 
made queries ranging from the 
qualifications for a fashion de- 
signer and a doctor to the cost 
of attending college. 


London explained that the 
expense at Missouri Univer- 
sity could range from very 
little to as much as $500 a 
month, which some students 
spend. He listed fees at $50 
to $80 a semester, laboratory 
fees sometimes an additional 
$25, books $20, room and 
board in the dormitories $280 
a semester.

Child and Fatigue 


By Angelo Patri 


OFTEN WHAT IS CALLED 
bad temper, disobedience, gen- 
eral naugehtiness, is fatigue. 
Children differ in the amount 
of energy they can expend 
without reaching the fatigue 
point and cracking up. This is 
something each mother and 
teacher must watch for and 
make note of so as to be ready 
to cope with its appearance. 


Little children under six or 
so are likely to play hard un- 
til they drop. They get past 
the time when their bodies reg- 
ister “enough.” Their nerves 
fail to register fatigue after 
that and they keep on going. 
This brings on the tantrum, 
the tears, the “I don’t want—” 
If mothers will note when this 
happens how long the child 
had been racing and jumping 
about and call a halt inside 
that limit, things will go bet- 
ter when the mealtime or bed- 
time call is in order. 


SCHOOL WORK is hard 
work for children. It is as 
much of an effort and costs as 
much energy in proportion as 
the adult’s work costs him. 
People forget that and ask 
tired school children to take 
an extra lesson, such as music, 
dancing, languages, immediate- 
ly after day school. 

Unless children have a pe- 
riod of rest and recreation 
before taking on the after- 
school lesson, they are not 
likely to do well. They are 
likely to take a strong dislike 


to the after-school lesson. Give 
them a free period, a chance 
to wash their hands and faces, 
to talk a while about what hap- 
pened that day, to have a bite 
to eat with a glass of milk be- 
fore going on with study and 
things will brighten consider- 
ably for both teacher and pupil. 


SOME PARENTS seem to 
think that a child in early 
adolescence is a “big boy,” a 
“big girl” now and oan go on 
studying and working hard in- 
definitely. That is far from the 
truth. These children are in 
special need for relief, frequent 
relief, from concentrated work. 
The sharp-eyed teacher, seeing 
a pupil blankly staring straight 
ahead or out of the window, his 
work untouched, immediately 
finds a reason for sending him 
out of the room to allow him 
to get a change of air, activity 
and freedom from pressure. He 
returns bright and shining and 
gets back to work. 

Whenever there are com- 
plaints about ill temper, tears 
without real cause, rebellion 
without justification, inatten- 
tion, daydreaming and the like, 
look for faticue. It may be fa- 
tigue caused by ill health. It 
might be overwork; it may be 
too much of one activity for 
too long a time; it might 
be pressure to be and to do 
beyond the child's present 
ability. Just make sure and 
if it is so take steps to relieve 
the tired child.

to read the other day of a 
broadcast made by George F. 
Keenan for the British Broad- 
casting Corporation in which he 
advocated serious consideration 
by the Western powers of al- 
lowing Germany to be neu- 
tralized. 


This would mean that Ger- 
many would have only a police 
force and, in making this of- 
fer, it would be subject to the 
reunification of East and West 
Germany. 


might be successful because 


willing to start a war. 


Having succumbed twice to 
the lure of winning power 
through force in such a brief 
period of time, it is not un- 
natural that in certain areas 
fear is expressed at seeing 
them grow in military power. 


The argument on the other 
side, however, has been that, 
as part of NATO, their power 
can be limited and controlled 
and they will form an efficient 
first barrier to a possible So- 
viet aggression in Europe. 


THIS PARTICULAR ARGU- 
MENT seems to me not very 
important in the light of the 
trend in modern arms. The day 
may come when the whole of 
Europe may well be bypassed 
and a war will be possible 
directly between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. 


Therefore, it seems to me 
that Mr. Keenan's suggestion to 
bring about the reunification 
of Germany, or at least to put 
the onus of refusing reunifica- 
tion entirely on the Soviet Un- 
ion, is a rather good one and 
should be given some serious 
consideration.
